AMERICAN EDITORIALS. PIRAEUS STEVEDORES TODAY ARE REFUSING 
TO UNLOAD AMERICAN EXPORT LINE’S EXPORT PATRIOT. END SUMMARY. 
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2. LARGE DEMONSTRATION ESTIMATED AT ABOUT 3,000 ON SUNDAY 
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EVENING IN CONSTITUTION SQUARE WAS BROKEN UP BY POLICE 
WITH TEAR GAS AND WATER HOSES AS CROWD BEGAN TO MARCH 
TOWARD EMBASSY. DEMONSTRATORS SHOUTED NOW FAMILIAR 
"OUT AMERICANS", "KISSINGER ASSASSIN", "NATO, CIA BETRAYAL". 

GOG ANNOUNCED SEVEN POLICE AND THREE DEMONSTRATORS

3. SECOND CAR BURNED BELONGS TO VOA STATION MANAGER AT 
RHODES; THIRD AND FOURTH POV'S BURNED AUGUST 18 AND 
AUGUST 19 OWNED BY U.S. SERVICEMEN LIVING IN VOULA, 

BRINGING TOTAL TO EIGHT BURNED. BURNING TECHNIQUE 

IS TO THROW INFLAMMABLE MATERIAL ON CAR, IGNITE AND RUN. 

OTHER POV S HAVE BEEN DAMAGED, SOME PAINTED INCLUDING 
EMBOFF AUTO WHICH HAD BROWN PAINT SPLASHED OVER FRONT 
AND SIDES. CONSULATE GENERAL THESSALONIKI HAS REPORT 
THAT THESSALONIKI ALIENS POLICE RECOMMMEND INFORMALLY 
THAT OWNERS OF AUTOMOBILES WITH FOREIGN MISSION (XA) 

NOT DIPLOMATIC LICENSE PLATES REMOVE THEM TO AVOID 
PROVOCATION. 

4. EMBASSY NOTIFIED AUGUST 17 BY AMERICAN EXPORT LINES 
THAT ITS SHIP EXPORT PATRIOT IN PIRAEUS WITH 166 CONTAINERS 
OF PX AND COMMISSARY ITEMS CONSIGNED TO U.S. ARMY AND 
70CONTAINERS OF REGULAR COMMERCIAL IMPORTS UNDER BOYCOTT 
BY PIRAEUS STEVEDORES. PORT AUTHORITIES WHO REMAIN IN 
CONTACT WITH EMBASSY ARE NEGOTIATING TO HAVE STEVEDORES 
DROP BOYCOTT. 

5. U.S. NAVY SHORE PATROL, NOW ORDERED TO WEAR 
CIVILIAN DRESS, REPORTED AUGUST 18 POV FORCED OFF ROAD 
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BY TAXO NEAR ELEFSIS. ONE NAVY MAN HELD UP THREE HOURS AT 
AIRPORT AUGUST 18 WHEN GREEK AUTHORITIES DENIED THAT MOVEMENT 
ORDERS AND ID CARD SUFFICIENT DOCUMENTATION FOR ENTRY.

ALL FOREIGN AGENTS. AMERICAN AGENTS, SELF-CONFESSED, 

ARE CHARGED WITH HAVING INTRODUCED INTO GREECE "ASSASSINATION 
OF INDIVIDUALS CIA-STYLE POLITICAL AMORALISM OF NIXON 
TYPE, ELASTICITY OF CONSCIENCE LIKE AGNEW, MORAL
